= The private sector investment figures 
-include major commercial, industrial 
-office/professional and institutional inves 

ments. Included are projects that have been 
zannounced, are under construction or have 
been recently completed — essentially pro- 
jects under way over about an 18-month peri- 


Jim Pennekamp, executive director of the 
Council, said that the growth is a result of a 
calculated effort to improve the region’s 
infrastructure, especially its transportation 
network. 
=. ‘We've tracked these figures for roughly 
"ight years,’” he said. “‘We've seen consistent 
“growth in private sector investment.” 


However, he said much of the investment in 
the early part of the decade was building 
infrastructure, such as Interstate 255 and 
MidAmerica Airport 

“A lot of what was going on in Southwest- 

Illinois, not by accident but by design, 
public’ sector investment — infrastruc. 
ture. - 

“Tf you go back to some of these reports, 
what you see are very large numbers in the 
public sector investment, and respectable 
numbers in the private sector,’”’ he said. “But 
with this report, when we added up the indus 
trial, institutional, commercial and other 
investments, we broke the $1 billion dollar 
mark. That is what is so encouraging 

“Everybody has worked on this for so long, 
believing it would stimulate a lot of job cre- 
ation and private investment, and that is, in 
fact, what is going on,” he said. ‘‘It is a very 
encouraging report.”’ 

Accor to the report, commercial invest- 


ment is estimated at $441.7 million. 
Listed investments range from the $85 mil- 
lion Fountains at Fairview to $500,000 for a 
(See INVESTMENT.

$2.8 million facility to be built in Edwardsville

Bids totaling slightly more than $2.8 million 
for the new Edwardsville Transfer Center 
were approved by the Madison County Transit 
District Tuesday. 

The center — one of several transit hubs 
planned for the county — is expected to be 
completed sometime in the spring. 

The total package included three separate 
bids: $2.4 million for the general construction 
bid by R.G. Ross Construction Inc., St. Louis; 
$69,875 for the mechanical bid by Kane 
Mechanical, Wood River; and $352,000 for 
electrical work by Central Electric, Alton 
_ All the accepted bids were below the origi- 
nal estimate. 

MCT Manager Jerry Kane said Ross was 
the only bidder for the general contract, 


of other contractors. 

Kane said the state must concur on the 
bids, and that he expected approval sometime 
this week. 

In other business, Bi-State Development 
Agency representative Tom Sturgess told the 
MCT Board that Bi-State is still waiting to 
see what the results of August fare increases 
will be. 

In the ‘first three months after the increa: 
es, he said, total ridership was down 2 pe: 
cent, while revenue was up 14 percent. Origi- 
nal estimates had been for a 5 percent 
decrease in ridership and a 10 percent 
increase in revenues.

Once victims give the. impression 
that they believe the caller, or 
respond to the card by calling a 900 
number, they are told that to collect 
their prize their is a reimbursement 
fee for handling, taxes, shipping, 
auditor fees or legal matters. If any 
prize is received, it is always worth 


far less than the money sent. 
* Fake contests — Victims are 
notified that they are on a ‘‘final 
selection’’ list to win a newcar or oth- 
er valuable prize. If they complete a 
puzzle or fill in the blanks answering 
a few questions and send in money. If 
they answer correctly, they ‘‘advance 
to a higher level.’ Victims are sim: 
ly enticed into completing an end- 
less series of puzzles requiring little

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Our legislators 
deserve blame 
for phone bills 


Your local telephone bill may be going up soon, and you can 
blame your state legislators if it happens 

Actually, if you own a small business in Illinois and Ameritech 
is your local telephone company, then you’ve already been hit 
with a rate hike. 

Back in 1992 the Illinois General Assembly passed a law that 
changed the way local telephone companies were regulated. Up 
until then companies like Ameritech were limited to a profit of 
no more than 4 percent on the money it took in 

But, hey, this is America and the companies understandably 
wanted more’ So Ameritech came up with a great idea for 
accomplishing its goal 

Ameritech would allow the Illinois Commerce Commission to 
set its rates, but it wanted the freedom to cut its costs, go into 
other businesses and make as much money as it possibly could 
In return, the company offered 
to freeze residential rates for 
three years, and it promised 
the law would usher in a new 
era of technological advances. 

It sounded good, but every 
consumer group in the state 
bitterly opposed the proposal. 
They claimed that some new 
technology Ameritech had 
installed after its last big rate 
increase was on the verge of 
drastically lowering its operat- 
ing costs, which would mean a big rate cut for consumers under 
existing laws 

The consumer groups also believed the plan was so full of 
holes that Ameritech would easily find a way to eventually raise 
its rates. The bill passed anyway 

Well, the consumer advocates were right. After the bill 
passed, Ameritech laid off thousands of its employees and cut 
its operating costs drastically. The company greatly increased 
its profits, at least partly because of its new technology, just as 
the consumer groups had predicted. 

Ameritech has experienced double-digit earnings growth every 
year since the bill became law.

law allows Ameritech basically to declare that it is no 
longer a regulated monopoly. If just one area company offers 
the same individual service as Ameritech, like voice mail or 
local long distance, then Ameritech can file a form with the 
Commerce Commission that reads, essentially: ‘‘We’re not a 
monopoly anymore.” When that happens, Ameritech is allowed 
to set whatever rates it wants. The ICC can challenge the com- 
pany’s declaration, but it has only done so when prodded by the 
Citizens Utility Board. 

Just about every time that Ameritech has shed its monopoly 
Hstatus on individual services it has increased its rates on those 
services: 

‘Ameritech can almost always raise its prices and still charge 
less than its so-called ‘‘competitors,’’ who have to pay for high- 
priced start-up costs and often lease lines from Ameritech itself 










































According to CUB, Ameritech quietly declared in September 
that just about all of the services it provides small businesses 
were no longer monopolies. The ICC, for whatever reason, didn’t 





challenge the declaration 

A month later my wife showed me the local phone bill for our 
small business. It had shot up through the roof. This must be a 
mistake, I told her. The off-peak rate we had been charged for 
years — for calls made at night and on the weeken (our 
business faxes out about 1,500 pages a night) — had jumped a 
mind-boggling 70 percent. 

1 called Ameritech to complain that they had screwed up my 
bill. No, the courteous Ameritech employee informed me, my 
bill was correct. Ameritech had changed its rates. 

CUB was already aware of the situation and plans to demand 
that the ICC reconsider its decision to allow Ameritech out from 
under its regulated rates. CUB believes that if Ameritech wins 
this fight, it will do the same with residential rates in the very 
near future. 

Using the phone on the weekends and at night will get 
more expensive for everyone if that happens.

Santa to kid: ‘‘Have you been 
a moral child?’’ Not ‘‘good or bad,’’ but “moral.’’ Bet that 
stopped the kid dead in his tracks! 

I can speak only for myself, but when I was still young 
enough to have faith in the Jolly Old Elf, ‘‘good’’ or “‘bad” 
would have done it. Obedient, polite, well-behaved (or their 
opposites) I would have understood, but ‘moral’? wasn’t a word 
used often around our house 

1 wouldn’t have understood what Santa meant, but then, in 
spite of the term’s popularity today, neither do a whole lot of 
adults who seem to be hung up on it. 

Generally speaking, today’s interpretation seems to be pri- 
marily dealing with sexual behavior and, at least in my family, 
when our parents decided to discuss those matters with my 
brother and me, it s purely factual. Morality didn’t really 
enter into the talks, aside from ‘‘nice girls don’t ...’’ from Mom 
I never asked Guy what Dad had to say on the subject. 

My thesaurus defines ‘‘moral’’ as ‘‘righteous, virtuous, ethical, 
good, upright, scrupulous, honorable, honest, principled, trust; 
worthy, fair, decent, conscientious, correct, aboveboard, just.” 
“Sexual virtue’ gets second-place definition. 

Our parents, by the time we entered school, had pretty well 
established what was expected of us and the stress was on

If a husband and wife are divorced, the 

custodial parent sometimes wishes to move from 
the state of Illinois following the divorce. In most 
of these cases, the non-custodial parent will resist 
this move because it normally means less 
visitation for this parent. The gourts in these 
situations must decide on a case by case basis 
whether such a move is in the “best interests of 
the child”. 
In one recent case, a husband and wife, William 
and Judy, were married in 1984. They had two 
daughters, and on August 1, 1991, the parties 
were awarded a divorce. Joint custody of the 
parties two minor children was awarded, with 
Judy serving as the primary custodial parent. 

In December of 1994, Judy filed a petition to 
remove the children from Illinois to Ohio. She had 
a job offer in Ohio, and this position paid $600.00 
per week. In addition, she had met a chiropractor 
who resideckin Ohio, and they were engaged to be 
married. 

Her ex-husband opposed the move. He pointed 
out that he was véry close to his daughters, and 
that the girls also visited their grandparents in 
Illinois on a regular basis. 

William coached the basketball and softball 








teams for one of his daughters, and he also 
talked on the telephone to them several times 
per week. The oldest child testified that she did 
not want to moye to Ohio. 

What is a court to do in this situation? The 
mother has a job opportunity and is engaged, 
but the father would lose his close relationship 
with his daughters if the mother moved out of 
state. 

The trial court in this case concluded that 
while Judy’s quality of life would improve with a 
mave to Ohia, any indirect benefit to the giris 
would not outweigh the negative impact the 
move would have on the girls. The trial court 
noted that the girls were well-adjusted and doing 
well school. Furthermore, they had strong 
family and social ties to Illinois, and they were 
involved in a variety of extracurricular activities. 
Most importantly, the trial court felt it was unable 
to fashion a reasonable visitation schedule for 
the father if the move were allowed. Given the 
totality of the circumstances in this case, the trial 
court refused to allow removal of the children to 
Ohio.

Edwardsville teacher, 
coach Winston Brown dies 


Winston Brown, who touched hundreds of 
lives as a teacher and coach at Edwardsville 
High School and also served on the City Coun- 
cil, died Friday. He was 65. 

Brown, who received a heart transplant last 
year, died of complications that developed 
from’ the procedure, his son, Wendell Brown, 
said. 

Winston Brown was taken to Barnes Hospital 
in St. Louis about 11 a.m. Thursday and died 
about 6 a.m. Friday, his son said. Brown’s 
wife, Jenece, was at his bedside. 

Brown’s death brought a flood of remem- 
brances from friends and admirers. 

“Winston Brown has been an exemplary role 
model to me and many others,”’ Edwardsville 
Mayor Gary Niebur said. ‘‘He has touched the 
lives of thousands of people, and his touch has 
led to a better community. His many contribu- 
tions will forever be remembered. This is a 
great loss for our community and our area.’”’ 

Niebur ordered the flags at all city offices to 
be flown at half-staff. He said he also expected 
the city to honor Brown at his funeral. 

“We will,be working closely with Jenece and 
the family for a fitting tribute in honor of a 
good person,” he said. 

A native of New Orleans, Brown came to 
Edwardsville in 1960, when he became the first 
black to teach in the city’s newly integrated 
school system. 

Joyce Robinson, 59, of Alton was a close 
friend of Brown’s future wife. She and her late 
husband, Preston Robinson, served as best 
man and maid of honor for the Browns’ wed- 
ding, and the Browns served the same roles in 
the Robinsons’ wedding. 

“‘When he came to Edwardsville, he had 
strong convictions about people being ethical 
and fair to each other,’’ Robinson said about 
Brown’s role as a black pioneer in local educa- 
tion. ‘‘He definitely helped to break down some 
barriers. 

“He was such a catalyst. While everybody 
else was out being demonstrative, Winston was 
quiet. You’d ask how he felt, and in his way 
he’d begin to say what he felt, and it turned 
out it was the same way you felt.’’ 

Robinson saw Brown’s commitment to civil 
rights through their work together with the 
Urban League of Madison County. 


“His way of Aoing shinee was different 
because he was not isterous or loud,’’ she 
said. ‘‘But he rsevered, and he researched 
his opinions so he could defend them.’’ 

Brown attended Eastern Illinois University 
on a track scholarship. He competed in the 
U.S. Olympic trials as a sprinter during his 
collegiate career. 

After his college graduation, Brown began 
teaching social studies at Edwardsville High 
School, where he also served as the track 
coach for more than 20 years. 

“As a coach, he was a juare shooter with 
the kids,’ said Warren ‘‘Babe” Stahlhut, who 
has coached sports at EHS for 30 years. “He 
accomplished a lot of things, but he never 
boas! about them.’’ 

Brown, who retired as a teacher in 1993, also 
worked at the Bank of Edwardsville. In 
December 1993, he was appointed to the City 
Council to fill the vacancy Test by the death of 
Jerry Lavelle. He was elected to a four-year 
term, representing the 1st Ward, in April 1995. 

“His word was always good,” said Alderman 
Rosemary Bratten, 3rd Ward, who served on 
the council with Brown. ‘If he told you some- 
thing, he fulfilled that promise to ail his con- 
stituents.’’ 

After suffering several heart attacks, Brown 
received a heart transplant in September 1997 
at St. Louis University Hospital. At age 64, he 
was the oldest person ever to undergo the oper- 
ation there, his son said. 

“He stcepied. the risk and the possibility that 
whatever the rcentages were that it would 
not be successful,’’ Wendell Brown said. 

He noted that because his father survived for 
more than a year after the operation, the 
transplant was considered successful. 

In September of this year, Brown resigned 
from the City Council, citing health reasons. At 
this week’s council meeting, Susan Donnelly 
was sworn in to serve the remainder of his 
unexpired term. 

Brown’s health deteriorated during the past 
three weeks, his son said. 

Wendell Brown said he would never forget 
his father’s patience. 

“JT remember him as the teacher he was to 
me as a father, the time he used to take to 
show me how to do things right,’’ he said

When Hurricane Georges 
slammed the Dominican Repub- 
lic and other Caribbean nations_ 
in September, the huge ‘storm 
left thousands without shelter, 
food and water. = 


Capt. Martin Colip of the Sal- 
vation Army of Southwestern 
Madison County was one of 10 
regional Salvation Army person- 
nel sent to the Dominican 
Republic from late October to 
early November to help the 
nation recover. 


“It was like taking a country 
that had nothing, then taking 
that away,” Colip said. 


The extent of damage heaped 
on the poor nation was over- 
whelming, he said, almost as if 
it had been through a war. The 
tiny homes — little more than 
boards slapped together — just 
blew apart. 


“TI vacation in the Gulf of Mex- 
ico. But those are million dollar 
vacation homes They’re 
insured,’’ he said. ‘‘In contrast, 
in Santo Domingo, the popula- 
tion lives in what you and I 
would consider a one-room 
garage or shack. 


“It was like an atom bomb 
went off,’’ he said.‘‘Nothing 
withstands it.”’ 

Colip joined his fellow Salva- 
tion Army workers, . including 
another 19 from out west, in 
setting up shelters so refugees 
could get something to eat 


Elsewhere, he and two others 
noticed that’ refugees’ medical 
needs weren’t being met. Pink 
eye, rashes, open sores and cuts 
needed immediate treatment. 
When the three compared their 
training, they discovered one 
was a state-licensed first-re- 
sponder, one was a paramedic 
and one was trained in first aid. 
Together, they attacked the 
medical problems 


“‘We ‘washed bodies and 
cleaned sores,’’ Colip said. 
“Now I know what Jesus felt like 
when he knelt to wash the feet of 
the disciples. It’s a humbling 
experience.”’ 

hen the trio was finished, the 
pink eye was almost eradicated. 

“There were thousands of 
thousands of people (affected by 
the hurricane),” he said. ‘‘We 
didn’t even put a dent in what 
meeded to be done.” 


In the wake of the more pow- 
erful and deadly Hurricane 
Mitch — which killed thousands 
in Central America in October 
— Colip said he was afraid peo- 
ple would forget about the refu- 
gees in the Caribbean. 

“(People) may forget when 
the media turns attention to the 
miext big story,’’ he said.

Walt Disney Pictures’ entry 
in the computer-animated, 
insect comedy sweepstakes, 
“A Bug's Life,” is a clever, 
sweet comedy true to the 
company’s tradition.
